before said separation was had.

CHAPTER 59.

" AN ACT to confer upon county boards in all counties of a pop-
ulation of 100,000 or more the power to fix salaries of muni-
cipal judges.

The people of the stale of Wisconsin, represented in senate and -
assembly, do enact as follows:

County board may fix salaries. SectioNn 1. The board ot
supervisors of every county in this state, now having or which
may hereafter have a population of 100,000 or more inhabi-
tants, according to any census of the state or of the United
States, are hereby empowered to fix by resolution the salary
of the judge of the municipal court in any such county.

Section 2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith
are hereby repealed.

SectioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage and publication.
